Obama taps Sonia Sotomayor to be first Hispanic justice on high court

WASHINGTON | Reaching for history, Pres- 
ident Obama on Tuesday chose federal 
appeals judge Sonia Sotomayor to be the 
first Hispanic justice on the Supreme Court, 
championing her as a compassionate, sea- 
soned jurist whose against-the-odds life 
journey affirms the American dream. 

Republicans who will decide whether to 
make a fight of her confirmation said they 
want thorough hearings. However, defeating 
Sotomayor would be 
difficult in the heav- 
ily Democratic Sen- 
ate, and even a major 
effort to block her 
confirmation could 
be risky for a party 
still reeling from last 
year’s elections. 

Obama beamed as 
he introduced Soto- 
mayor, 54, as a judge 
who displays both an 
impressive mind and 
heart, a jurist who 
takes on cases with “an 
understanding of how the world works and 
how ordinary people live.” He raved about 
her credentials, saying she would start on 
the job with more experience on the bench 
than any of the current nine justices had 
when they began, 

Sotomayor would join Ruth Bader Gins- 
burg as the second woman on the court and 
just the third in its history. She would replace 
liberal Justice David Souter, thereby main- 
taining the court’s ideological divide, (ap)

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Judge Tough to Pin Down 



Supreme Court nominee Sonia Sotomayor has been a federal judge for more than 
16 years. Her professional career will be under heavy scrutiny in the days to come. 


Sotomayor fits liberal 
mold, but her rulings 
don’t fit one ideology 

WASHINGTON I In more than 16 
years as a federal judge, Sonia 
Sotomayor has often sided with 
people claiming discrimination in 
education and employment. She’s 
backed police and prosecutors over 
defendants. She’s upheld assertions 
of free speech and religion. 

Not easily pigeonholed, Soto- 
mayor has also been part of rul- 
ings that go the other way. 

In general, her rulings as a trial 
judge for six years and then as an 
appeals court judge since 1998 
are in line with the liberal-leaning 
views of Justice David Souter, the 
man President Obama has nomi- 
nated her to replace. 

Sotomayor’s record indicates 
that her confirmation would not 
seriously alter the balance of power 
on a court that often splits along 
conservative and liberal lines on 


social issues. 

Among the most contentious of 
those issues is abortion, but Soto- 
mayor has not been part of any 
major rulings on abortion rights. 
In 2002, she wrote an opinion 


ruling against an abortion rights 
group that had challenged a gov- 
ernment policy prohibiting foreign 
organizations receiving U.S. funds 
from performing or supporting 
abortions. 


ABOUT SONIA SOTOMAYOR 

CHILDHOOD: The daughter of immi- 
grant parents from Puerto Rico, she 
was born and raised in the South 
Bronx in New York. She was diag- 
nosed with diabetes at age 8. 
CAREER. A graduate of 
Princeton University 
(SHOWN RIGHT from 
her college days) 
and Yale Law School, 

Sotomayor spent five years as a 
prosecutor in New York County. She 
was appointed to the bench in 1992 
by President George H.W. Bush. 
ETHNICITY: She has spoken about 
her pride in her ethnic background 
and has said that personal experi- 
ences “affect the facts that judges 
choose to see.” 


In her opinion on the so-called 
“gag rule,” Sotomayor wrote that 
the government was free to favor 
the anti-abortion position when 
public funds were involved. 

The most controversial civil 


rights lawsuit of her time as a 
judge concerns the race discrimi- 
nation claims of white firefighters 
in New Haven, Conn., a case the 
Supreme Court will decide in the 
next month. 

In a one-paragraph opinion, 
she and two other judges on the 
2nd U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
in New York upheld a lower court 
ruling dismissing the firefighters’ 
claims. The case turns on promo- 
tion exams that the city threw 
out on the grounds that too few 
minorities scored high enough to 
be promoted. 

In many other discrimina- 
tion cases, Sotomayor has sided 
with plaintiffs, including a black 
elementary school student who 
claimed his demotion from first 
grade to kindergarten was racial 
discrimination. Sotomayor, in a 
1999 dissent, said that white chil- 
dren in similar situations received 
help, while the black child was not 
given an “equal chance.” 

She has also favored claims 
brought by disabled people, 
those alleging age discrimination 
and women who said they were 
in hostile work environments.

Calif. Court Upholds Prop. 8 


Same-sex marriages 
already on the books 
are allowed to stand 

SAN FRANCISCO I California’s 
Supreme Court upheld the state’s 
gay marriage ban Tuesday but said 
the 18,000 same-sex weddings that 
took place before the prohibition 
passed are still valid — a ruling 
decried by gay rights activists as 
a hollow victory. 

Demonstrators outside the 
court booed, wept and yelled, 
“Shame on you!” Activists said 
they would go back to the voters 
in a bid to repeal the ban. 

In a 6-1 decision written by

Chief Justice Ron George, the 
court rejected arguments that 
the ban approved by the voters 
last fall was such a fundamental 
change in the California Constitu- 


tion that it first needed the Legis- 
lature’s approval. 

As for the thousands of couples 
who tied the knot last year in the 
five months that gay marriage was 
legal in California, the court said 
it is well-established principle that 
an amendment is not retroactive 
unless it is clear that the voters 
intended it to be, and that was not 
the case with Proposition 8. 

While gay rights advocates 
accused the court of failing to pro- 
tect a minority group from the will 
of the majority, the justices said 
that the state’s governing frame- 
work gives voters almost unfet- 
tered ability to change the Califor- 
nia Constitution, lisa leff (ap)

Pakistan’s top court on Tuesday 
lifted a ban on popular opposition 
leader Nawaz Sharif s contesting 
elections, pav- 
ing the way for 
his return to 
parliament and 
removing the 
first major barri- 
er to his becom- 
ing prime min- 
ister for a third 
time. Sharif is key to the hopes of 
Pakistan’s Western allies that its 
moderate political parties will unite 
to fight the Islamic extremists who

Candidates for IAEA Post 
Avoid Mention of N. Korea 

Five candidates bidding for the 
leadership of the International 
Atomic Energy Agency laid out 
their visions of what the U.N. orga- 
nization’s role should be Tuesday at 
a meeting overshadowed by North 
Korea’s announcement of a nuclear 
bomb test. The test was an indirect 
reminder of the agency’s limits in 
enforcing nonproliferation. Yet all 
candidates for IAEA director gen- 
eral — three from Europe, one Jap- 
anese and a South African — avoid- 
ed mention of North Korea, (ap) 


Pyongyang reportedly 
tests 2 missiles; U.N. 
debates new sanctions 

SEOUL, SOUTH KOREA I North Korea 
lashed out Tuesday at the United 
States and reportedly launched two 
more short-range missiles even as 
U.N. Security Council members 
debated possible new sanctions 
against the communist nation for 
its latest nuclear test. 

North Korea test-fired two 
short-range missiles from the east 
coast city of Hamhung, accord- 
ing to South Korea’s Yonhap news 
agency. South Korea’s spy chief said 
two other missiles were launched 
Monday, and North Korea warned 
ships to stay away from waters off 
its west coast through Wednesday, 
suggesting more test flights. 

The missile launches came as 
leaders around the world con- 
demned North Korea for Monday’s 
underground nuclear test. Retal- 
iatory options were limited, how- 
ever, and no one was talking pub- 
licly about military action. 

Russian defense officials said 
the blast was roughly as strong as 
the bombs dropped on the Japa- 


nese towns of Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki in World War II, and 
was stronger than North Korea’s 
first test in 2006. 

In New York, U.N. diplomats 
said key nations were discuss- 
ing a Security Council resolution 
that could include new sanctions 
against North Korea. 

Ambassadors from the five 
permanent veto-wielding coun- 
cil members — the United States, 
Russia, China, Britain and France 
— and Japan and South Korea 


were expected to meet later Tues- 
day, the diplomats said. 

The Security Council met in 
an emergency session Monday 
and condemned the nuclear test. 
Council members said they would 
follow up with a new legally bind- 
ing resolution, 

France’s deputy U.N. ambas- 
sador Jean-Pierre Lacroix said his 
government wants a resolution to 
“include new sanctions ... because 
this behavior must have a cost and 
a price to pay.” eric talmadge (ap)

YANGON, MYANMAR I Opposition 
leader Aung San Suu Kyi, under 
house arrest since 2003, insisted in 
court Tuesday that she did not vio- 
late the law by sheltering an unin- 
vited American at her home. 

The icon of Myanmar’s democ- 
racy movement looked pale and

month’s incident 
that could lead 
to her being sent 
to prison for five years. 

Spectators sitting about 40 feet 
from Suu Kyi had to strain to hear 
her voice over the buzz of fans in 


the stuffy courtroom. The gist of 
the session became known to the 
spectators only when the judge dic- 
tated it to a court recorder. 

The charge that Suu Kyi, 63, 
violated the terms of her detention 
is widely considered a pretext to 
keep her detained ahead of elec- 
tions the military government has 
planned for next year. She pleaded 
not guilty Friday. 

Suu Kyi’s side does not contest 
the basic facts: She acknowledges 


that she allowed John W. Yettaw, 
53, to stay at her home for two 
days after he swam across a lake 
to enter her house uninvited and 
then said he was too tired and ill 
to leave immediately. 

Suu Kyi, through her lawyers, 
has said that this does not mean 
she violated a ban on receiving visi- 
tors, because it was security forces’ 
duty to keep intruders away. 

Suu Kyi is not expected to tes- 
tify again during the trial, (ap)

RICHMOND, VA. I Authorities say 
the number of traffic fatalities on 
Virginia’s highways over Memo- 
rial Day weekend was the lowest 
in at least a decade. 

As of noon Monday, Virginia 
State Police say five people had 
died in five crashes over the week- 
end. Last year, 18 people died in 


14 crashes in the same period — 
the highest toll in 10 years. 

In the last decade, an average 
of 13 people died each Memorial 
Day weekend. 

Four of the five people killed 
over the weekend were not wear- 
ing safety belts. Alcohol was a 
factor in at least one of the fatal 


crashes. 

State Police responded to 653 
crashes statewide. They also cited 
more than 10,000 speeders and 
3,000 reckless drivers, arrested 
175 impaired drivers, and issued 
more than 1,000 safety belt 
and 340 child safety seat viola- 
tions.

Merck shareholders 
want to sue company 
over failed pain drug 

WASHINGTON I The U.S. Supreme 
Court will decide whether share- 
holders can sue Merck & Co. over 
whether the drugmaker provid- 
ed adequate information about 
the risks of its former blockbust- 
er painkiller Vioxx before it was 
pulled from the market. 


The high court agreed Tues- 
day to review Merck’s challenge 
to a federal appeals court’s rein- 
statement of a class-action secu- 
rities lawsuit. 

Investors had accused Merck of 
providing misleading information 
or omitting information about the 
risks ofVioxx. The 3rd U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals decided to allow 
the lawsuits, and Merck appealed 
to the Supreme Court. 

Vioxx was pulled from the mar-

ket on Sept. 30, 2004, because it 
doubled the risks of heart attack, 
stroke and death. 

After it pulled Vioxx from 
the market, Merck was hit with 
a deluge of lawsuits. The com- 
pany is currently making pay- 
ments to patients and survivors 
under a $4.85 billion settlement 
that ended lawsuits on behalf of 
the roughly 50,000 patients who 
claimed Vioxx harmed them.

Forward awaits offer 
from Capitals before 
deciding on his future 

CAPITALS I Sergei Fedorov’s future 
with the Washington Capitals 
remained as unclear as ever Tues- 
day, hours after a published report 
in Russia said the veteran was close 
to signing a contract in the Kon- 
tinental Hockey League.

Trouble With Tampering 


Titans face an uphill 
battle to prove case 
against the Redskins 

R E D S K I N S I With the NFL investi- 
gating whether the Redskins vio- 
lated anti-tampering rules during 
their courtship of free agent defen- 
sive tackle Albert Haynesworth, 
it makes sense to provide a little 
primer on the process.

Past tampering penalties: 

Ayearago, the San Francisco 
49ers were stripped of a fifth- 
round pick for tampering with 
Chicago linebacker Lance Briggs — 
and Briggs never even signed with 
the 49ers. It was the first tamper- 
ing case penalized in 13 years. 

Others accused of tampering 
included the Minnesota Vikings, 
who tried to lure Brett Favre in 
2008, and the Jets’ Bill Parcells 
pursuing Drew Bledsoe in 1998. 


Redskins, when they turned over 
what they believed to be evidence 
of tampering to the NFL offices. 


they had in essence asked the NFL 
to investigate the incident, and 
that is what is occurring now. The 
standard of proof is high but not 
impossible to meet. 

Much will be made about the 
dinner between Redskins officials 
and Chad Speck, Haynesworth’s 
agent, at the NFL combine, before 
the start of free agency. Many fac- 
tors— such as the speed with which 
the Redskins and Speck completed a 
record-breaking, $100 million deal 
hours into the official start of free 
agency — will also be weighed.

the author of “Fight Club,” giving 
him the germ that would become 
his latest best-seller, “Pygmy,” 

“All the other people in this 
homeless soup kitchen thought 
that I was some sort of murderer 
and was having to do community 
service work,” he says. “So, that was 
kind of the birth of 'Pygmy.’” 

“Pygmy” is the story of a 
group of teen operatives from an 
unnamed totalitarian country who 
pose as foreign exchange students 
to pull off a clandestine attack 
dubbed “Operation Havoc.” 

The unsparing novel centers on 
an agent quickly dubbed “Pygmy” 
because of his slight frame and is 
written in broken English, 

Was “Pygmy” as challenging to 
write as it is to read? 

I think the further you get into it, 
it will be like me writing it — it will 
get easier and easier. Your mind 


will start to recognize the logic 
and the patterns of what seems to 
be a kind of scrambled language 
but has its own very definite rules 
and consistencies. 

What did you do before you wrote 
fulltime? 

I worked three years on the assem- 
bly line in Portland [, Ore.,] build- 
ing Freightliner trucks, and I got 
a job after that writing recall 
instructions. 

Do you get tired of talking about 
“Fight Club” or having all your 
books compared to it? 


66 I think the 

further you get into it, 
it will be like me writing 
it — it will get easier 
and easier.”

What are you working on now? 

There’s a book for next year called

complaining about how when 
they’d been really young, they’d 
been asked to do all this seemingly 
useless research about what time a 
train would arrive in Berlin in the 
1930s, and they later found that 
everything they had researched 
was used by Lillian Heilman in her 
biography, ...

And so I 
thought to write an entire 20th- 
century history in which Lillian 
Heilman was the pivotal histori- 
cal figure in every major histori-
